Crumb  of  comfort 

Not  a  defeat,  merely  a  set-back  is  how  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  president,  Mr  J.  P.  Bannerman, 
reacted  to  the  Government's  announcement  last  week 
that  it  would  not  ban  the  self-service  sale  of  analgesics 
(see  p276) .  The  news  will  have  come  as  a  bitter 
disappointment  to  those  pharmacists  and  staff  of  the 
Society  who  had  campaigned  so  vigorously  over 
the  past  few  months.  They  may,  however,  find  some 
consolation  in  the  fact  that  the  campaign  has  had  an 
obvious  impact  on  the  views  of  members  of  Parliament 
— as  suggested  by  the  delay  in  the  Ministers'  decision 
and  their  concession  to  the  Society's  request  for  a 
health  education  campaign. 

Comfort  may  also  be  derived  from  the  Minister's 
statement  that  he  accepts  the  Society's  view  "that  in 
general  medicines  are  different  from  other  products  and 
should  be  treated  with  due  care,  especially  in  the 
home."  But  that  view  is  hardly  the  sole  property  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society — it  was  supposed  to  be  a 
basic  principle  of  the  1968  Medicines  Act  and,  as  such, 
the  view  of  Parliament  itself.  Unfortunately,  the  principle 
has  sometimes  been  honoured  more  in  the  breach 
than  the  observance  in  putting  the  Act  into  practice  by 
means  of  Regulations;  had  that  not  been  the  case,  we 
should  have  had  less  need  for  argument  and  costly 
public  relations  campaigns!  Indeed,  it  is  a  travesty  that 
the  pharmaceutical  profession  should  need  to  foot  the 
bill  for  protecting  the  public  interest — which  should  be 
the  role  of  the  Government — when  the  pharmacist 
himself  has  so  little,  if  anything,  to  gain. 

Of  course  the  health  education  campaign  promised 
by  the  Government  is  welcome.  But  it  should  be 
provided  because  it  is  necessary,  not  as  some  apparent 
sop  to  a  profession  that  has  made  more  of  a  nuisance 
of  itself  on  this  issue  than  the  politicians  would  have 
supposed  possible. 

In  fact  the  public  does  not  respond  well  to 
"education".  Actions  speak  louder  than  posters — we 
are  unaware  of  any  tobacco  company  bankrupcies  since 
the  Health  Education  Council  began  its  campaigns,  and 
even  Parliament  seems  resigned  to  making  the  wearing 
of  car  seat  belts  compulsory  eventually. 

If  the  housewife  became  annoyed  because  her 
favourite  analgesic  was  not  in  its  usual  place  on  the 
supermarket  shelf  and  asked  why,  so  much  the  better. 
But  a  health  education  campaign  would  be  required  to 
tell  her  the  answer — the  supermarket  assistant  certainly 
could  not  be  relied  upon. 

Mt  Bannerman  has  estimated  that  C1m  would  be 
required  for  an  effective  campaign,  and  we  doubt 
whether  that  would  be  too  generous  an  estimate.  It  is 
understood  that  the  Minister  for  Health  has  written  to 
the  HEC  on  this  question  and  that  an  undisclosed  sum 
of  money  is  available;  the  Society  is  also  expected  to 
have  talks  with  Health  Ministers  to  stress  the  need  for 
adequate  finance. 

But  whatever  the  amount  forthcoming  and  the  quality 
of  the  campaign,  pharmacists  can  themselves  have  a 
greater  impact  on  public  opinion  than  all  the  posters 
and  television  coverage  put  together — by  simply 
ensuring  that  all  are  seen  to  practise  what  they  preach 
in  terms  of  their  own  premises.  Actions  do  speak 
louder  than  words. 
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Analgesics:  a  set-back 
but  fight  goes  on 


The  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  to  continue 
fighting  for  a  ban  on  the  self-service  sale 
of  analgesics — in  spite  of  the  Health 
Minister's  announcement  last  week  that  he 
was  not  going  to  introduce  such  a  ban. 

"We  will  not  acknowledge  defeat,"  Mr 
Jim  Bannerman,  the  Society's  president, 
said  on  Wednesday.  "At  worst  we  have 
received  a  set-back." 

Mr  Roland  Moyle,  Minister  for  Health, 
said  in  a  Commons  written  answer  last 
week  he  accepted  the  revised  advice  of  the 
Medicines  Commission  that  there  are  no 
grounds  for  believing  there  is  a  correlation 
between  the  method  of  sale  of  a  medicine 
and  its  role  in  accidental  self-poisoning. 
"However,  we  accept  the  view  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  that  in  general  medi- 
cines are  different  from  other  products  and 
should  be  treated  with  due  care,  especially 
in  the  home;  and,  since  it  is  important  to 
ensure  that  the  need  to  treat  medicines 
with  respect  is  widely  and  fully  apprecia- 
ted, my  colleagues  and  I  propose  to  con- 
sider with  the  Health  Education  Council, 
the  Scottish  Health  Education  Unit  and 
others  whether  further  health  education 
measures  might  usefully  contribute  to  this 
end." 

Pack  restrictions  enough 

With  the  introduction  of  the  Medicines 
(Child  Safety)  Regulations  and  proposed 
restriction  of  OTC  analgesics  to  25,  the 
Health  Minister  felt  there  was  no  need 
to  make  Regulations  banning  self-service 
methods.  "The  proposed  Medicines  (Sale 
and  Supply)  Miscellaneous  Provisions  Re- 
gulations which  are  required  to  deal  with 
other  matters  are  now  being  drafted  ac- 
cordingly and  will  be  issued  for  consulta- 
tion as  soon  as  possible,  "said  Mr  Moyle. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  "deeply 
disappointed"  over  the  Government's  re- 
jection of  the  self-service  ban  but  is  de- 
lighted that  its  requests  for  a  health 
education  campaign  had  been  heeded. 
The  Society  is  contacting  the  Health 
Ministers  "to  express  our  enthusiasm  and 
determination  to  play  a  full  responsible 
part  in  a  campaign  aimed  at  reversing  the 
dangerous  trend  by  which  society  has 
become  conditioned  to  expect  a  medicine 
for  every  complaint,  however  trivial." 

A  letter,  signed  by  the  president,  has 
been  sent  to  MPs  asking  them  to  fight  the 
issue  all  the  way  through  Parliament. 
Speaking  in  Bristol  on  Wednesday  even- 
ing, Mr  Bannerman  said,  "We  do  not 
accept  the  Government's  decision  .  .  .  and 
we  have  given  the  Health  Ministers  notice 
that  we  intend  to  fight  on  with  the  help 
of  the  impressive  number  of  MPs  who 
have  said  they  will  stand  by  us." 

He  paid  tribute  to  pharmacists  for  the 
way  they  had  campaigned  over  the  past 
months — "here  has  been  a  positive  and 
dynamic  example  of  unity  in  pharmacy" 


— and  Parliament  had  been  enormously 
impressed  by  the  profession's  determina- 
tion. He  was  convinced  the  Government 
would  have  eventually  imposed  a  ban  on 
self-service  had  the  Medicines  Commission 
not  changed  its  original  advice. 

The  Minister  for  Health  realised  that 
pharmacists  would  keep  fighting,  Mr 
Bannerman  continued.  "He  knows  that 
what  we  are  looking  for  is  a  health  educa- 
tion campaign  which  will  achieve  more 
than  our  original  modest  demands  on 
analgesics.  We  want  a  nationwide  Govern- 
ment backed  campaign  sufficiently  well 
financed  to  be  credible,  a  campaign  which 
will  emphasise  the  importance  of  phar- 
maceutical advice  and  knowledge  wherever 
medicines  are  sold  or  supplied."  He  would 
to  make  it  clear  to  the  Government  that 
the  profession  should  play  a  major  role 
in  any  such  campaign  and  he  urged  phar- 
macists to  write  again  to  MPs,  Community 
Health  Councils,  Area  Health  Authorities, 
etc,  as  he  had  done  last  week. 

It  is  understood  that  the  Regulations 
will  probably  be  laid  in  May,  when  MPs 
would  be  able  to  pray  against  them  and 
call  for  a  debate. 

□  Mr  Roland  Moyle,  in  a  Commons 
written  answer  on  Monday,  said  he  had 
received  representations  supporting  a  ban 
on  self-service  sale  of  analgesics  from  12 
national  organisations,  50  local  organisa- 
tions (mainly  local  branches  of  the 
national  ones),  two  AHAs,  and  35  CHCs. 
Seven  CHCs  and  "a  number  of  organisa- 
tions" had  written  opposing  such  a  ban. 

Wholesalers  attacked  for 
undermining  RPM 

A  warning  that  "disaster"  could  overtake 
general  practice  pharmacy  if  resale  price 
maintenance  collapses  at  wholesale  level, 
was  given  by  Mr  D.  L.  Coleman,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation Board  of  Management,  last  week. 

Speaking  to  Croydon  NPA  Branch,  he 
said  that  wholesalers  effering  "under-the- 
counter"  discounts  on  "ethicals"  were 
doing  everyone  a  disservice.  "The  ultimate 
can  only  be  reduced  margin;;  for  us,  for 
the  wholesalers  and  for  the  manufacturer. 
RPM  has  ensured  the  survival  of  a  service 
from  wholesalers,  it  has  ensured  two,  three 
or  four  times  a  day  delivery  of  "ethicals", 
it  has  meant  that  patients  do  not  have 
to  wait  long  for  their  drugs,  it  has  enabled 
us  to  keep  stocks  and  our  wastage  within 
reasonable  bounds.  If  we  are  to  accept 
once  a  week  drops,  less  6  per  cent,  we 
shall  also  have  to  accept  the  disappearance 
of  those  thrice  daily  deliveries  and  we 
shall  have  to  accept  a  cut  in  the  'basic' 
price  for  NHS  forced  on  us" 

Abolishing  RPM  might  on  the  surface 
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bring  short  term  benefits;  in  the  long 
term  its  effects  could  seriously  undermine 
pharmacy  and  badly  damage  the  standard 
of  service  available  to  patients.  Mr  Cole- 
man believed,  however,  that  there  may 
still  be  time  for  manufacturers  and  distri- 
butors to  insist  that  UPM — "which  many 
of  them  fought  hard  to  get" — should 
remain  on  medicines.  [Mr  Coleman's  views 
on  the  need  for  the  commercial  element  to 
remain  in  pharmacy — see  p304.] 

Dr  Rogers  again— but  for 
the  last  time? 

Dr  Adrian  Rogers  has  criticised  the  phar- 
macist and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  yet 
again.  This  time,  in  last  week's  Pulse,  he 
accuses  the  president  and  public  relations 
officer  of  producing  letters  and  comments 
"reminiscent  of  gunslingers  in  the  Wild 
West". 

Dr  Rogers  recently  wrote  to  the  Sunday 
Times  and  Pulse  attacking  the  "Chemist's 
monopoly"  and  was  rebuked  by  Mr  J. 
Bannerman,  president  of  the  Society  for 
his  "remarkably  ill-informed  and  offensive 
article". 

In  his  latest  attack  Dr  Rogers  says  that 
"chemists  are  not  society's  only  drug 
experts"  and  asks :  "Could  you  possibly 
be  ill-informed  Mr  Bannerman?  He  also 
attacks  Mr  David  Dalglish  for  his  recent 
article  in  Pulse  where  "it  appears  that  Mr 
Dalglish  .  .  .  would  like  more  freedom  to 
treat  patients  by  selling  them  restricted 
drugs.  I  maintain  this  is  positively  danger- 
ous from  many  points  of  view",  he  says. 

The  Pulse  correspondence  on  the  sub- 
ject is  now  closed. 

Fire  often  starts  in  rubbish 

A  warning  to  stack  cardboard  boxes  and 
other  inflammable  rubbish  well  away 
from  buildings  and  fences  comes  from  the 
Chemists'  Mutual  Insurance  Co  Ltd. 

In  its  report  for  the  year  ended  Sep- 
tember 30,  1976,  published  last  week,  CM] 
says  that  a  large  proportion  of  fire  dam- 
age to  buildings  was  caused  by  rubbish 
in  the  yard  igniting  and  the  fire  spreading. 
Packing  materials  should  be  broken  up, 
tied  in  tight  bundles,  stacked  well  awaj 
from  buildings  or  fences  and  disposed  ol 
as  soon  as  possible. 

Insurance  claims  for  theft  continue  tc 
escalate— £48,619  in  1974,  £96,674  in  1975 
and  £132,947  in  1976  and  CMI  points 
out  that  a  Controlled  Drugs  cabinet  does 
not  give  satisfactory  protection  to  cash 
Vandalism  is  increasing  and  an  interna, 
grille  on  the  front  door  will  save  losses 
from  theft  and  glass  claims,  says  CMI. 

Shortage  of  containers 

The  Department  of  Health  has  agreed  that 
where,  because  of  a  shortage  of  contain- 
ers, a  pharmacist  contractor  is  compelled 
to  supply  two  bottles  in  filling  an  NHS 
prescription  (for  example,  where,  because 
of  a  lack  of  500ml  bottle,  a  500ml  mix- 
ture has  to  be  supplied  in,  say,  1  X  200ml 
and  1  X  300  ml  bottles)  an  additional  con- 
tainer allowance  may  be  claimed  for  the 
additional  bottle  supplied.  In  such  cases 
the  Form  FO10  should  be  endorsed  before 
it  is  submitted  for  pricing,  indicating  thai 
an  additional  container  had  to  be  supplied. 
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MPs  condemn 
picketing  of 
pharmacies 

Eleven  MPs  have  tabled  a  motion  con- 
demning the  recent  picketing  of  phar- 
macies which  reads :  "That  this  House 
condemns  the  activities  of  members  of  the 
Brent  East  Constituency  Labour  Party  in 
picketing  the  premises  of  various  pharma- 
cists in  the  area ;  and  whilst  not  wishing 
involvement  in  the  dispute,  does  not 
believe  that  preventing  the  public  from 
having  their  prescriptions  supplied  is  a 
proper  weapon  in  the  industrial  dispute 
involving  the  firm  of  Grunwick  Film  Pro- 
cessing Laboratories,  and  calls  on  the 
honourable  member  for  Brent  East  to  tell 
his  supporters  to  desist  from  such  actions." 

Mr  Roy  Grantham,  general  secretary, 
Association  of  Professional,  Executive, 
Clerical  and  Computer  Staff,  the  union 
involved  in  the  dispute,  confirmed  on 
Tuesday  that  picketing  of  pharmacies  had 
been  abandoned  for  the  time  being.  In- 
stead action  is  being  directed  towards 
"large  sources"  (non-pharmaceutical) 
which  for  the  same  amount  of  effort  pro- 
duced "a  better  return". 

He  said  that  representatives  from  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  persuaded  the 
pickets  to  change  the  wording  on  their 
placards  to  make  it  clear  it  was  the  film 
I  processing  services  they  were  boycotting. 

Try  cheaper  cosmetics 
consumers  told 

Consumers  should  try  cheaper  cosmetics 
or  even  make  them  for  themselves  accord- 
ing to  the  latest  Sunday  Times  Magazine. 

John  Illman.  writing  in  the  first  of  the 
Home  Truth  series,  says  that  research 
with  unmarked  lipsticks  suggests  that 
nearly  a  quarter  of  women  cannot  tell  the 
difference  between  cheap  and  expensive 
ones.  Tests  have  shown,  he  says,  "that 
many  women  cannot  even  lecognise  the 
whiff  of  a  perfume  they  use  regularly  if 
they  sample  an  unmarked  bottle." 

Mr  Illman  suggests  that  a  few  friends 
should  buy  a  lipstick  each,  cover  the 
brand  names  before  trying  them  and  could 
find  they  prefer  a  cheaper  brand. 

Many  patent  slimming  remedies  avail- 
able from  the  chemist.  Mr  Illman  says, 
contain  methylcellulose  which  "has  yet  to 
be  proved  valuable  as  a  slimming  aid" — 
a  good  healthy  diet  regime  is  the  real 
answer  to  losing  weight. 

Also  included  on  the  same  page  are 
some  s.mple  recipes  b>  Rosemary  Atkins 
for  cosmetics  and  hair  treatments.  The 
Home  Truth  series  promises  that  in  the 
coming  weeks  the  reader  "can  learn  to 
make  major  household  savings  on  items 
— from  aspirin  and  alcohol  to  vegetables 
and  beauty  products." 


Bailiffs  seize  stock  from 
Omagh  pharmacy 

Bailiffs  have  taken  away  the  counter  stock 
of  the  Corner  Pharmacy,  Omagh,  Northern 
Ireland  (see  picture  above). 

The  owner,  Mr  George  McDermott,  has 
been  protesting  to  the  Government  by 
withholding  payment  of  the  rates  and  his 
stock  was  seized  following  a  judgments 
enforcement  order.  His  wife,  Mrs  Anna 
McDermott,  told  C&D  that  the  dispute 
dates  back  to  1942  when  her  husband's 
milk  business  was  closed  down  under  the 
Emergency  Powers  Act,  for  which  he  is 
still  seeking  compensation.  He  has  tried 
without  success  to  get  the  matter  brought 
before  the  courts. 

The  pharmacy  is  still  dispensing  pre- 
scriptions as  the  bailiffs  left  the  drugs 
behind.  "We  will  just  carry  on  as  far  as 
we  can,"  said  Mrs  McDermott. 

"Representatives  of  both  drug  and 
cosmetic  houses  have  been  shocked  and 
have  been  very  helpful." 

The  Judgments  Enforcement  Authority, 
Belfast,  was  unable  to  comment. 

Better  labelling  sought 
for  lens  solutions 

Contact  lens  solutions  should  carry  more 
information  on  how  they  are  to  be  used, 
recommends  a  Department  of  Health 
working  party. 

The  purpose  of  the  preparation  and 
specific  type  of  lens  for  which  it  is  in- 
tended should  be  stated  on  the  label, 
together  with  warnings  that  the  solution 
must  not  be  re-used  or  diluted  with  fluids 
other  than  those  specified,  that  the  con- 
tents must  be  used  within  28  days  of 
opening  the  container,  that  the  prepara- 
tion should  not  be  put  directly  into  the 
eye  and  that  contact  lens  wearers  should 
not  use  any  eye  medicament  unless  under 
medical  supervision. 

The  working  party  was  set  up  to  estab- 
lish the  scientific  criteria  by  which  con- 
tact lens  fluids  may  be  assessed  when 
brought  under  control  of  the  Medicines 
Act  1968  and  its  report  is  now  being  cir- 
culated to  interested  organisations.  The 
Medicines  (Specified  Articles  and  Sub- 
stances) Order  1976  prepared  for  the  intro- 


duction of  licensing  to  contact  lens  fluids. 

The  report  draws  attention  to  the  lack 
of  clinical  evidence  on  the  number  of 
users  of  contact  lens  solutions  who  suffer 
eye  infections.  It  recommends  that  the 
Department  of  Health  should  investigate 
ways  oi  collecting  this  information,  if 
necessary  by  financing  research.  The 
Department  i-.  also  recommended  to  en- 
courage research  into  possible  interactions 
between  lens  materials  and  solutions. 
Although  lens  storage  cases  are  not  to  be 
controlled  under  ihe  Medicines  Act,  the 
working  party  is  again  concerned  about 
their  possible  interactions  with  solutions, 
and  advises  the  Department  to  investigate 
ways  of  bringing  storage  cases  under 
statutory  control. 

Expenditure  cuts  mean 
health  centre  delays 

Many  new  community  health  service  and 
hospital  projects,  including  health  centres, 
will  be  delayed  because  of  cuts  in  Govern- 
ment expenditure  but  schemes  already 
under  construction  will  continue,  according 
to  a  White  Paper  published  last  week. 

"The  Government's  Expenditure  Plans, 
Volume  11"  (Cmnd  6721-11,  HM  Station- 
ery Office,  £2 -35)  confirms  that,  as  a  result 
of  measures  announced  in  July  and  Dec- 
ember 1976  and  other  changes  since  the 
last  White  Paper,  the  capital  programme 
for  these  services  has  been  reduced  by 
£26m  in  1977-78  and  £21  m  in  1978-79. 
Gross  expenditure  on  the  pharmaceutical 
services  in  1977-78  at  1976  is  estimated  at 
£547 -3m  (£520  7m  net),  which  includes 
reductions  in  the  allowance  for  promotion 
costs  in  determining  the  price  of  drugs 
and  other  economies  in  the  drugs  bill. 
Gross  expenditure  in  1975-76  was  £491  -8m 
(£461  •  lm  net). 

Equal  pay  claim  leads  to 
strike  at  Yardley 

Women  production  workers  at  Yardley 
are  holding  an  unofficial  strike  over  dis- 
agreement on  an  industrial  tribunal  deci- 
sion. The  tribunal  decided  against  three 
women  who  had  claimed  equal  pay  and 
in  protest  400  women  on  the  production 
line  amended  their  working  schedules. 
Eventually  the  line  was  closed  down. 

A  spokesman  for  Yardley  told  C&D 
that  the  dispute  involved  only  a  small 
section  of  the  factory  and  distribution  was 
unlikely  to  be  affected.  Negotiations  were 
in  progress  a!  the  time  C&D  went  to 
press,  but  a  spokesman  for  the  union 
involved,  Transport  and  General  Workers, 
confirmed  that  at  that  time  the  dispute 
was  unofficial. 

PSNC  levy  questioned 

Essex  Area  Chemist  Contractors  Commu- 
te is  concerned  about  the  increased  levy 
being  sought  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Ser- 
vices Negotiating  Committee. 

Essex  ACC's  levy  for  the  year  ending 
March  31,  1978,  has  increased  some  30 
per  cent  over  the  previous  year.  The 
chairman.  Mr  M.  E.  James  .has  written 
to  all  secretaries  of  Local  Pharmaceutical 
Committees  asking  for  their  views  on  the 
subject  "so  that  some  sort  of  concerted 
action  might  be  taken."  Meanwhile  PSNC 
has  been  asked  for  a  1977-78  budget. 
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Forty-five  motions  for  Branch 
Representatives  to  consider 


Pharmaceutical  Society  organisation  and 
control  will  be  the  first  concern  of  Branch 
Representatives  when  they  meet  on  May 
19.  The  45  motions,  published  "in  the 
form  and  order  agreed  following  the  meet- 
ing of  representatives  from  the  branches 
concerned",  are  headed  by  two  dealing 
with  the  presentation  of  motions — and 
near  the  top  of  the  list  comes  one  that 
would  make  motions  passed  by  a  two- 
thirds  majority  binding  on  Council. 

Eighth  in  the  list  is  a  call  for  further 
representations  on  a  planned  pharmaceu- 
tical service  on  the  basis  of  open,  inter- 
mediate and  restricted  areas  (see  also  p308 
— Editor).  A  change  in  the  "mile  limit" 
rule  is  suggested  so  that  all  NHS  prescrip- 
tions issued  within  one  mile  of  a  pharmacy 
should  be  on  FP14  or  FP10  so  that  they 
could  be  dispensed  in  a  pharmacy.  An- 
other motion  proposes  that  the  Society 
should  be  responsible  for  negotiating  the 
NHS  dispensing  contract — and  that  a 
referendum  be  held  to  "ascertain  the 
wishes  of  the  full  membership."  A 
membership  group  for  those  who  own  and 
manage  one  pharmacy  only  is  suggested, 
"for  the  encouragement  of  these  members' 
occupational  aims  and  activities",  while 
another  motion  expresses  concern  over 
young  pharmacists'  inability  to  secure 
finance  for  pharmacy  purchase. 

Two  motions  propose  moves  towards 
the  maintenance  of  patient  records  by 
general  practice  pharmacists.  A  new  para- 
graph in  the  Statement  upon  Matters  of 
Professional  Conduct  would  (if  approved) 
read :  "Any  incentives  in  cash  or  kind  to 
display  publicly  advertised  remedies  con- 
taining Part  I  poisons  or  other  substances 
capable  of  producing  drug  interactions 
with  prescribed  medicines  shall  be  re- 
fused by  pharmacists." 

Contraceptives  advertising 
complaints  upheld 

A  complaint  against  the  slogan  "a  change 
is  as  good  as  a  rest"  on  a  Durex  poster 
has  been  upheld  by  the  Advertising  Stan- 
dards Authority  as  "entirely  inappro- 
priate". 

According  to  ASA's  report  on  cases 
resolved  in  November/ December  1976, 
complaints  were  received  that  the  poster 
was  untruthful  and  indecent.  It  reflected  a 
"cavalier"  attitude  to  sexual  matters  which 
could  be  "catastrophic"  on  children  read- 
ing it  and  "the  remedy  for  sexual  exhaus- 
tion cannot  possibly  be  to  change  to  a 
condom  of  a  different  colour". 

However,  the  ASA  did  not  uphold  com- 
plaints that  posters  were  unsuitable  media 
for  the  promotion  of  contraceptives  or 
that  the  description  "Black  Shadow"  was 
degrading  to  the  coloured  community.  One 
complainant  queried  whether  the  unquali- 


fied claim  "simple  and  safe"  could  be 
made,  but  ASA  was  advised  that  the 
product  was  medically  safe  and  the  copy 
did  not  imply  100  per  cent  efficacy. 

Sixty-two  people  complained  about  the 
poster  and  the  advertiser  has  agreed  to 
submit  all  future  advertisements  for  pre- 
vetting  by  the  Code  of  Advertising  Prac- 
tice Committee. 

Two  women  called  Joy  objected  to  an 
advertisement  for  Horizon  Stimula  entitled 
"We've  made  a  contraceptive  sheath 
specially  for  Joy"  on  the  grounds  that  they 
had  been  caused  considerable  embarrass- 
ment. A  viewers  and  listeners  association 
felt  that  the  advertisement  was  "offensive 
and  indecent"  in  quoting  from  part  of  the 
Kinsey  report  referring  to  a  particularly 
sensitive  and  complex  sexual  problem. 

Both  complaints  were  upheld  and  the 
advertisement  has  been  withdrawn.  ASA 
thought  women  called  Joy  might  well  feel 
embarrassed,  and  that  the  reference  to  the 
Kinsey  report  in  such  an  advertisement 
was  inappropriate. 

Four  in  five  women  suffer 
headaches,  survey  shows 

Many  more  women  than  men  suffer  from 
headaches,  and  married  women  have  more 
than  unmarried,  according  to  a  survey  just 
conducted  by  Gallup  for  Sterling  Health 
Products. 

Twice  as  many  men  as  women  go  to  bed 
when  they  get  a  headache  and  five  times 
as  many  go  to  see  the  doctor.  Most  people, 
though,  men  and  women,  either  do  noth- 
ing about  it  (25  per  cent),  or  take  a  family 
medicine  to  relieve  the  pain  (40  per  cent). 
Four  women  in  five  suffer  from  headaches, 
compared  with  two  in  three  men.  More 
than  a  quarter  of  headache  sufferers  have 
at  least  one  a  week,  and  about  half  at  least 
one  a  month.  Half  the  people  with  children 
have  a  headache  at  least  once  a  month, 
against  only  32  per  cent  with  no  children. 
One  in  three  women  claim  worry  to  be 
the  chief  cause  of  their  headaches. 

One  in  four  men  admitted  their  head- 
aches were  simple  hangovers,  which  is 
perhaps  the  reason  why  more  men  get 
them  on  Sunday  than  any  other  day. 

Warning  on  increasing 
deaths  from  paracetamol 

The  number  of  deaths  due  to  paracetamol 
are  likely  to  increase  unless  some  preven- 
tive methods  are  tried,  warn  a  nurse  and  a 
psychiatrist  writing  in  Nursing  Times. 

Deaths  due  to  barbiturates  have  declined 
dramatically  during  the  past  few  years, 
largely  as  a  result  of  reduced  prescribing. 
"It  would  be  ironic  if  another,  more  easily 
available,  drug  were  to  supersede  barbitu- 


rates," write  Miss  Breda  Kingston,  form- 
erly research  sister,  Radcliffe  Infirmary, 
and  Dr  K.  Hawton,  Oxford  University. 

Paracetamol  was  often  taken  impulsively 
by  young  people  having  difficulties  in 
personal  relationships,  who  did  not  intend 
to  commit  suicide.  They  suggest  that  some 
indication  of  the  unpleasant  effects  of  an 
overdose,  including  the  delay  before  these 
effects  occur,  could  be  on  the  label. 

Clinical  pharmacologists 
'would  improve  drug  use' 

Clinical  pharmacologists  would  raise  the 
standards  of  drug  prescribing  which  at  pre- 
sent is  costly,  inadequately  supervised  and 
often  inappropriate.  "Neither  registered 
nurses,  nor  qualified  pharmacists,  are  com- 
petent to  initiate  or  regulate  drug  therapy. 
Clinical  supervision  is  essential." 

This  view  has  been  submitted  to  the 
Royal  Commission  on  the  NHS  by  the 
Committee  of  Professors  of  Clinical  Phar- 
macology and  Therapeutics,  which  pro- 
poses that  a  clinical  pharmacologist  should 
be  on  the  consultant  staff  of  every  district 
general  hospital  to  encourage  more 
rational  use  of  drugs.  Such  services  should 
also  be  provided  in  the  health  service  on 
a  regional  basis.  One  function  would  be 
to  investigate  drug-associated  diseases. 

Draft  Directive  on  sales 
not  from  business  premises 

The  European  Communities  Commission 
has  put  forward  proposals  to  protect  the 
consumer  when  making  purchases  away 
from  business  premises,  as  in  doorstep 
selling. 

A  draft  Directive  provides  that  contracts 
for  which  oral  negotiations  have  taken 
place  away  from  business  premises  on  the 
trader's  initiative  must  be  made  in  writing. 
The  consumer  would  have  the  right  to 
cancel  the  contract  within  at  least  seven 
days  after  signing  the  agreement.  "Business 
premises"  would  include  only  the  trader's 
permanent  place  of  business  so  that 
premises  rented  for  a  short  time  only,  such 
as  show-rooms,  would  fall  within  the 
Directive's  scope.  Contracts  in  which  the 
consumer  only  had  to  pay  up  to  about 
£10  would  also  be  excluded. 

EEC  rule  on  special  foods 

The  EEC  Council  of  Ministers  has 
adopted  a  Directive  on  foodstuffs  for 
nutritional  uses. 

The  Directive  provides  for  general  con- 
trols on  the  marketing  of  foods  that  are — 
of  a  special  composition  or  resulting  from 
a  special  manufacturing  process  and 
clearly  distinguishable  from  foods  for  nor- 
mal consumption ;  suitable  for  a  particular 
nutritional  purpose;  and  marketed  in  a 
way  which  indicates  'heir  suitability  for 
a  particular  nutritional  use.  Certain 
aspects  also  apply  to  foods  for  healthy 
infants  and  young  children. 

Labelling  requirements  will  be  laid 
down  for  such  foods — to  indicate  as  part 
of  the  description  the  particular  nutrit- 
ional characteristic  of  the  food ;  to  indi- 
cate exactly  how  this  characteristic  has 
been  achieved ;  and  to  indicate  energy, 
carbohydrate,  protein  and  fat  content.

□  A  new  whooping  cough  vaccine,  which 
would  be  "based  on  the  immunity  pro- 
ducing parts  of  the  organism  rather  than 
the  organism  as  a  whole",  is  being  investi- 
gated at  Porton  Down.  Mr  David  Ennals, 
Secretary  for  Social  Services,  said  in  a 
Commons  written  answer  last  week  that 
it  was  hoped  the  new  vaccine  would  carry 
a  reduced  risk  of  side  effects  and  give  a 
higher  degree  of  protection  than  the  cur- 
rent vaccine.

Topical  reflections

Steroids 

Your  editorial  comment  on  the  topical  use  of  steroids  makes  it  clear  that, 
useful  as  the  preparations  are,  they  are  not  entirely  without  hazard.  One  of 
the  manufacturers  has  expressed  concern  that  there  is  a  mistaken  belief 
in  some  medical  circles  that  fluorinated  topical  steroids  are  less  safe  than 
non-fluorinated  ones.  A  meeting  for  the  medical  Press  was  informed  that  the 
belief  had  arisen  because  the  fluorinated  compounds  were  more  potent, 
but  it  was  asserted  that  the  non-fluorinated  compounds  could  be  just  as 
dangerous  if  used  indiscriminately.  In  general,  it  was  stated,  the  stronger 
the  steroid,  the  more  likely  it  was  to  produce  unwanted  effects  if  misused 
by  prescriber  or  patient. 

That  many  skin  conditions  appear  to  respond  only  spasmodically  to 
such  preparations  is  evident  from  the  long-term  treatment,  under  which  the 
symptoms  seem  to  be  alleviated  but  not  cured.  Yet  so  persistent  has  been 
the  marketing  of  information  and  so  profuse  the  variety  of  preparations,  that 
the  general  practitioner  might  reasonably  be  excused  for  having  forgotten 
the  existence  of  the  simple  ointments  of  the  age  before  the  steroids  first  took 
the  stage.  What  must  have  struck  both  doctors  and  pharmacists  is  that, 
despite  the  proliferation  of  creams,  ointments  and  lotions,  we  appear  to  have 
more  skin  disorders  than  ever  before — and  they  do  not  seem  to  do  any  more 
than  respond  temporarily  to  the  steroids. 

It  is  not  unusual  to  find  quantities  of  so  much  as  500g  being  regularly 
prescribed  and  as  regularly  repeated.  Yet,  if  the  sufferer  is  afforded  even 
relief  from  an  intolerable  itch,  the  patient  must  feel  grateful.  It  must  be  at 
least  two  hundred  years  since  one  such  decided  to  end  it  all,  leaving  a 
pathetic  note  which  said,  simply,  'tired  scratching". 

It  was  said  at  the  "teach-in"  that  doctors  frequently  had  difficulty  in 
diagnosing  which  diseases  were  steroid  responsive.  That  may  be  a  very 
good  reason  for  trying  something  else  first. 

Official  opening 

The  official  opening  by  the  Queen  Mother  of  the  new  headquarters  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  a  memorable  event.  The  occasion  may  be  taken 
to  have  marked  the  end  of  a  very  long  story,  for  I  can  scarcely  remember 
the  Society  when  it  was  without  the  pressing  problem  of  finding  new 
accommodation.  I  recall  more  than  one  president  engaging  in  what,  I 
imagine,  would  be  described  in  another  country  as  "whistle-stop  tours". 
There  must  be  mixed  feelings.  There  was  quiet  dignity  about  Bloomsbury 
Square  which  suited  the  ancient  profession  of  pharmacy.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  some  of  that  dignity  will  have  crossed  the  Thames.  Pharmacy  itself  will 
be  responsible  for  maintaining  the  reputation  of  its  founders. 

Planned  distribution 

The  Scottish  Department's  evidence  on  the  general  practice  of  pharmacy  in 
Scotland  is  of  great  interest,  and  it  illustrates  that  much  discussion  and 
thought  have  gone  into  a  matter  of  vital  importance  to  the  profession.  One 
of  the  clauses  reads,  simply:  "The  supply  of  medicines  should  be  confined 
as  far  as  possible  to  pharmacies."  From  all  accounts,  that  is  how  it 
has  been  in  Scotland  since  long  before  the  coming  of  some  Kind  of  State 
service,  and  the  statement  reasonably  recognises  that  there  may  be  remote 
areas  in  which  arrangements  other  than  the  normal  may  be  found  necessary. 
Another  clause  states  that  communication  and  co-operation  between 
pharmacists  and  other  members  of  the  nealth  care  professions  should  be 
improved.  That  is  a  commendable  attitude,  which  has  not  been  obvious  in 
recent  exchanges  further  South. 
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Employee  pharmacists 

The  report  of  Mr  Worby's  interesting 
address  to  the  Anglia  Branch  of  the  Joint 
Boots  Pharmacists'  Associations  (last  week, 
p265)  calls  for  comment,  in  the  first  place 
on  certain  matters  of  fact.  He  intimates 
that  a  pharmacist  employed  by  a  com- 
pany may  not  be  required  to  appear  before 
a  Service  Committee.  He  knows  only  too 
well  that  the  FPC  is  required  to  write 
personally  to  any  pharmacist  involved  in 
matters  referred  to  a  Service  Committee 
inviting  them  to  be  a  party  to  the  pro- 
ceedings, if  they  so  wish.  In  the  event  of 
the  pharmacist  not  wishing  to  be  a  direct 
party  to  the  proceedings  it  is  usual  for 
the  pharmacy  superintendent  of  the  com- 
pany to  ask  if  he  would  attend  as  a  wit- 
ness in  case  he  could  help  the  inquiry. 

The  point  must  however  be  made  quite 
clearly — every  pharmacist,  proprietor  or 
employee,  has  his  or  her  personal  profes- 
sional position  very  carefully  guarded 
under  NHS  regulations.  Those  familiar 
with  the  negotiations  which  resulted  in 
the  pharmacist's  personal  professional  res- 
ponsibility being  established  in  this  way 
will  know  that  most  of  the  ideas  which 
Mr  Worby  is  now  putting  forward,  especi- 
aly  that  of  a  manager  holding  the  contract, 
were  those  discussed  30  years  ago  when 
the  regulations  were  being  drafted.  They 
are  sensible  regulations  made  to  establish 
the  pharmacist's  professional  freedom 
whilst  accepting  that  others  may  provide 
the  capital  for  the  business. 

The  most  intriguing  part  of  the  talk  is 
to  me  the  suggestion  that  employees  might 
have  the  same  access  to  PSNC  as  their 
proprietor  colleagues  if  they  entered  into 
contract  with  the  FPC,  although  for  all 
practical  purposes  their  job  would  remain 
the  same.  The  NHS  accepts  that  the  em- 
ployee has  the  same  professional  status 
as  the  proprietor.  The  NHS  accepts  the 
position  of  the  employee  on  the  LPC,  but 
the  PSNC  does  not  accept  the  position  of 
an  employee  on  the  PSNC.  If  Mr  Worby 
and  his  other  colleagues  on  the  PSNC 
really  thought  there  was  a  place  on  PSNC 
for  employees  the  time  was  never  more 
opportune  than  now  and  it  should  not 
be  necessary  to  introduce  such  conditions 
for  acceptance. 

Finally,  whatever  happened  to  Directive 
V?  Mr  Worby's  thinking  seems  to  be  in 
line  with  that  in  EEC  Draft  Directive  V 
before  we  joined  the  Common  Market. 
Directive  V  is  of  course  now  dead  and  I 
await  with  interest  any  EEC  Directive  that 
may  replace  it.

Steroid  misuse 

May  I  be  permitted  to  comment  on  your 
report  of  the  Glaxo  "teach  in"  on  topical 
steroids  (last  week,  p248). 

Fluorination  of  a  glucosteroid  molecule 


has,  in  the  past,  been  equated  with  potency 
and,  indeed,  you  state  that  fluorinated 
compounds  are  more  potent.  It  has 
been  proved,  however,  that  this  is  not 
always  so,  and  there  have  been  several 
publications  of  clinical  trials  demonstrating 
that  hydrocortisone  !7-butyrate  is  equi- 
potent  to  betamethasone  valerate  and 
fiuocinolone  acetonide. 

The  report  continues  "However,  sys- 
temic effects  such  as  adrenal  suppression 
were  only  theoretical  hazards  so  long  as 
patients  used  the  products  in  the  correct 
way".  A  report  in  British  Medical  Journal 
(May  24,  1975,  p419)  by  Staughton  & 
August  quoted  three  patients  who  demon- 
strated clinical  systemic  effects  following 
application  of  100g-300g  per  week  of  clo- 
betasol  propionate  and  in  a  subsequent 
paper  in  the  British  Medical  Journal  (Oc- 
tober 25,  1975,  p203)  by  Carruthers,  Aug- 
ust &  Staughton,  the  authors  recommend 
that  no  patient  apply  this  preparation  in 
excess  of  50g  per  week. 

The  treatment  of  steroid-induced  rosa- 
cea is  the  withholding  of  the  aggravating 
topical  steroid  and  the  prescribing  of  oxy- 
tetracyline.  Unfortunately,  on  withdrawal 
of  the  steroid,  many  patients  develop 
rebound  pustulation  and  re-apply  the 
steroid  to  control  this  withdrawal  effect. 
The  rebound  pustulation  can  be  obviated 
during  this  weaning  period  by  the  applica- 
tion of  hydrocortisone  17-butyrate  whilst 
still  maintaining  oxytetracycline  therapy. 

May  1  finally  endorse  the  comment  that 
it  is,  in  the  majority  of  patients,  the  mis- 
use of  the  steroid  that  creates  unwanted 
side  effects.

APTS  seeks  a  changed 
climate  on  shop  thefts 

The  Association  for  Prevention  of  Theft  in 
Shops  is  seeking  help  from  educationalists, 
the  social  services  and  trades  unions — in 
particular  USDAW — to  change  the  climate 
of  opinion  on  theft  in  shops. 

Baroness  Phillips,  JP,  the  newly-appoin- 
ted director  of  the  association,  commented 
at  a  Press  conference  last  week  that  one 
of  her  first  priorities  would  be  to  educate 
the  public  that  theft  by  either  customers 
or  staff  was  wrong  on  moral  and  economic 
grounds  and  to  stress  that  "shoplifting' 
and  "shrinkage"  were  just  euphemisms  for 
"stealing". 

Benefit  for  small  retailers 

The  association,  funded  by  large  retail- 
ers including  Boots  Co  Ltd  and  Booker 
McConnell  Ltd,  was  formed  to  encourage 
the  retail  trade  to  examine  ways  in  which 
thefts  from  shops  could  be  reduced.  Con- 
tributions were  not  being  sought  specifi- 
cally from  smaller  retailers — although 
they  were  welcome  to  join — but  it  was 
hoped  they  would  benefit  from  informa- 
tion received  via  the  Retail  Consortium 
and  National  Chamber  of  Trade 

The  association  also  hopes  to  promote 
early  warning  systems  of  theft  prevention 
which  have  so  far  been  "remarkably 
successful".  Such  schemes  operate  through 
linked  telephone  messages  to  store  mana- 
gers and  police  when  a  suspect  is  seen  in 
any  of  the  co-operating  stores  (see  also 
security  feature,  C&D,  February  5,  pi 43).

drug  jars 


Continental  pottery  was  auctioned  at 
Christie's,  St  James's.  London,  on  February 
14,  but  from  the  collector's  point  of  view 
it  was  a  disappointing  sale  as  many  of 
the  drug  jars  were  damaged  or  in  poor 
condition.  Even  so  they  all  fetched  good 
prices. 

For  example  lot  182,  a  large  Savona 
jar  Aq.  Borag.  made  £220,  although  neck 
and  foot  were  reduced  (height  154in).  Lot 
183  a  Savona  syrup  jar  Syr.  di  Succo  Fum 
(itory)  (8+in)  £390  and  lot  184  Sir.  di 
Limoni  (8in)  £220.  Both  these  Savona  jars 
were  chipped  and  the  latter  cracked  (see 
illustration  for  lots  183  and  184).  Lot  186, 
a  large  Savona  jar  (lO^in)  Syr.e  Flor. 
Persic,  (syrup  of  peach  flowers)  made  only 
£90  as  cracked;  lot  185,  a  confection  jar, 
(7in)  £200  (chipped). 

Decoration 

All  the  Savona  jars  were  decorated  in 
blue  and  white  with  scrolling  foliage.  A 
Castelli  waisted  albarello  painted  in 
colours,  slightly  damaged  but  dated  1795, 
reached  £260.  These  are  high  prices  not 
forgetting  the  10  per  cent  premium  which 
is  additional. 

The  advertising  plate  for  Jewsbury  & 
Brown's  Oriental  toothpaste  decorated 
with  flowers  was  sold  last  year  at  Phillips 
for  £42  (see  illustration).  It  was  acquired 
by  Colonel  B.  Z.  Swanson  of  the  USAF 
Regional  Hospital  at  Fort  Worth,  Texas, 
and  has  gone  to  the  USA  to  join  his  collec- 
tion of  500  English  lids. 

Jewsbury  and  Whitlow,  two  young  drug- 
gists of  Market  Street,  Manchester,  opened 
their  pharmacy  in  1826.  They  branched 
out  later  into  the  then  new  sphere  of  the 
manufacture  of  aerated  beverages  and  be- 
came perhaps  better  known  for  their 
mineral  waters  than  for  their  Oriental 
toothpaste.  When  their  retail  pharmacy 
closed  in  1896  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
journal  for  December  5  illustrated  both 
the  exterior  and  interior.  Henry  Richard 
Smith  Jewsbury  was  the  brother  of  the 
two  novelists  Maria  Jane  Jewsbury  and 
Geraldine  Jewsbury;  Wordsworth  was  a 
great  friend  of  Maria  Jane  and  expressed 
his  admiration  for  her  writings  in  both 
prose  and  verse.  The  other  sister,  Geraldine, 
who  was  a  friend  of  both  Shelley  and 
Thomas  Carlyle  wrote  several  novels. 

In  1845  Jewsbury  took  William  Scott 
Brown  into  partnership.  W.  S.  Brown  was 
elected  to  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  in  1870  and  was  made  vice- 
president  in  1872.  In  the  early  days  of  this 
noted  pharmacy  the  assistants  wore  the 
somewhat  old-fashioned  white  aprons!  A 
photograph  of  the  interior  shows  the 
quaint  solid  brass  dispensing  screen. 

The  firm  of  Jewsbury  &  Brown  was

converted  to  a  limited  company  in  1923 
and  the  business  now  belongs  to  Cantrell 
&  Cochrane,  Ltd. 

"To  thirsty  souls  the  name  be  ever  dear 
of  Jewsbury's  celebrated  ginger  beer  and 
let  the  meed  of  cool-tongued  praise  be  paid 
Whitlow's  effervescing  lemonade" — Greg- 
son's  Gimcrackiana. 

Scientific  instruments  were  sold  at 
Phillips  auction  rooms  on  February  22. 
This  sale  included  35  microscopes  by 
various  makers,  fetching  from  £32  to  £400. 
But  lot  105,  a  Watson  "Van  Heurck  Grand 
Model"  including  an  extensive  collection 
of  eyepieces,  objectives  and  accessories, 
went  for  £1,200.  There  were  three  18th 
century  examples,  the  most  interesting 
being  a  screw-barrel  microscope  with  ivory 
slides  and  various  lenses ;  the  tube  is  sup- 
ported by  a  pillar  which  screws  into  the 
cover  of  the  shagreen  case.  This  lot  sold 
for  £500.  Phillips  charge  no  premium  to 
buyers. 

An  important  English  drug  jar  comes 
up  on  March  8  at  Sotheby's  sale  of  English 
pottery  and  porcelain.  The  design  is  that 
of  the  angel-with-outspread-wings  and  the 
jar  which  is  inscribed  C.RVTAE  (Con- 
fection of  rue)  has  the  initials  of  the 
apothecary  "R.I."  for  which  it  was  made 
and  the  date  1679  (7in).  This  is  expected 
to  change  hands  at  a  good  price — possibly 
several  hundred  pounds.  "R.I."  could 
signify  Richard  Isaac,  a  London  apothe- 
cary of  that  period  (see  illustration).

sive  and  wasteful ;  if  local  authorities  seem 
to  be  shedding  crocodile  tears  over  phar- 
macy closures  we  should  challenge  them  to 
ensure  that  they  are  not  duplicating  ser- 
vices provided  by  the  pharmacy — and 
through  that  unfair  competition  leading  to 
its  non-viability. 

If  we  are  to  make  Government  accept 
its  responsibilities  then  our  collective  voice 
must  be  heard.  We  must  get  behind  the 
NPA,  the  PSNC  and  the  PSGB— not  only 
privately  but  publicly.  Let  our  customers 
know  where  our  profession  stands,  do  not 
let  us  hide  our  light  under  a  mortar.  What 
we  need  now  is  what  amounts  to  a  crusade 
on  behalf  of  community  pharmacies  by 
pharmacists.  We  have  gone  through  a 
period  of  being  a  self-effacing,  inward 
looking,  even  inward-fighting  profession. 
Now  it  is  time  for  us  to  come  out  and  say 
what  we  believe,  for  us  to  stop  being 
ashamed  of  and  worrying  about  our 
dichotomous  role,  part  commercial,  part 
professional,  instead  we  should  be  proud 
of  the  fact  that  our  dichotomous  role 
enables  us  to  be  a  professional  person  at 
the  very  point  where  the  public  needs  us.

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Council  asks  for  warning  of 
unwanted  medicines  campaigns 


The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Northern  Ireland  is  to  seek  advance 
information  on  future  campaigns  for  the 
collection  and  disposal  of  unwanted 
medicines.  The  secretary,  Mr  W.  Gorman, 
was  instructed  to  write  to  the  four  Area 
Health  and  Social  Services  Boards  after 
he  reported  having  received,  for  informa- 
tion, notice  of  a  campaign  by  the  Eastern 
Board  from  February  28  to  March  19. 

The  secretary  also  reported  that  the 
lectern  presented  by  Thomas  McMullan 
&  Co  Ltd  to  mark  the  Society's  Golden 
Jubilee  had  been  delivered,  and  that  an 
amplification  system  had  been  installed  in 
the  lecture  hall  at  the  University  Street 
premises.  The  president  Mr  T.  Eakin,  said 
the  lectern  was  a  splendid  piece  of  work- 
manship on  which  the  Society's  crest  had 
been  carved.  The  formal  presentation 
would,  it  was  hoped,  be  made  at  the 
March  meeting. 

l  etters  from  the  Ulster  Chemists'  As- 
sociation were  read  asking  that  representa- 
tives from  their  Executive  Committee 
should  be  made  members  of  the  committee 
presently  composed  of  Council  and  Phar- 
maceutical Contractors  representatives,  and 
that  some  Council  members  should  meet 
representatives  of  the  Executive  Committee 
to  discuss  the  holding  of  meetings  in  pro- 
vincial centres.  It  was  agreed  to  grant  both 
requests  and  the  president,  vice-president. 
Mr  McDonald  and  Mr  Mcllhagger  were 
appointed  to  represent  Council. 

Practical  training 

Presenting  the  report  of  the  Education 
Committee,  Mrs  O'Rourke  said  the  com- 
nittee  had  agreed  to  recommend  as  ac- 
reptable  practical  training,  service  by  a 
Postgraduate  student  who  has  engaged  in 
:ull-time  research  for  at  least  two  years  in 
he  department  of  pharmacy  of  the 
Queen's  University  of  Belfast  under  the 
uipervision  of  the  professor  of  pharmacy, 
such  a  student  would  have  to  undertake 
;ix  months  practical  training  in  a  genera! 
practice  pharmacy.  The  committee  had 
Uso  decided  to  charge  a  fee  of  £5  for 
utendance  at  the  course  on  "Management 
efficiency  in  the  NHS  general  pharmaceu- 
ical  service",  to  be  held  on  March  26-27. 
students  undertaking  practical  training 
would  not  be  charged  a  course  fee  but 
vould  be  required  to  pay  for  meals  and 
iccommodation.  Also  considered  were  the 
ecommendations  of  the  Advisory  Commit- 
ee  on  Borderline  Substances  and  it  was 
'ecommended  that  a  meeting  be  sought 
vith  Mr  R.  G.  P.  McMullan,  Central 
services  Agency,  to  discuss  their  effect  in 
elation  to  certain  substances. 

Presenting  the  report  of  the  House  Com- 
nittee  Mr  Armstrong  said  the  members 
lad  inspected  the  Society's  premises  and 
'repared  a  list  of  matters  needing  atten- 
ion,  in  order  of  priority. 


The  president  said  that  with  the  vice- 
president  and  secretary  he  had  met  repre- 
sentatives from  some  of  the  district 
branches  on  January  24.  He  was  convinced 
that  it  would  be  possible  to  hold  meetings 
of  some,  if  not  all,  of  the  branches  and 
a  note  had  already  been  sent  to  each 
member  of  the  Society  asking  for  support 
for  such  meetings.  The  secretary  would 
now  endeavour  to  arrange  meetings  where 
possible  and  notices  would  in  due  course 
be  sent  out  listing  the  topics  to  be  dis- 
cussed. Representatives  of  the  branches 
were  unanimous  in  their  desire  to  have 
further  education  courses  held  in  centres 
throughout  the  Province.  The  present  series 
of  eight  lectures  being  held  in  Belfast  was 
well  attended  but  many  members  were 
reluctant  to  undertake  lengthy  journeys  at 
night  to  attend. 

Mr  Kerr  reported  briefly  on  the  meeting 
of  the  European  region  of  the  Common- 
wealth Pharmaceutical  Association  held  in 
Gibraltar  in  September  1976.  There  had 
been  discussion  on  a  report  on  the  phar- 
maceutical service  in  each  of  the  countries 
represented — many  problems  were  common 
to  several  countries  and  where  possible  the 
CPA  approached  a  Government  to  support 
the  recommendations  made  to  it  by  the 
country's  pharmaceutical  organisation. 
Following  publication  of  the  reports  of 
the  degree  and  diploma  working  parties 
the  government  of  Gibraltar  will  accept 
only  graduate  entry  in  future. 

Mr  Kerr  also  submitted  a  written  report 
on  the  meeting  of  the  CPA  council  held 
in  Bombay  in  January.  Mr  A.  Howells. 
OBE.  FPS,  had  been  elected  president  for 
a  third  term  of  office  and  Dr  J  N.  Banerjee 
vice-president.  The  second  vice-president 
would  be  from  Trinidad  and  Tobago  where 
the  third  CPA  conference  would  be  held  in 
1982.  An  executive  committee  had  been 
appointed  consisting  of  the  president,  the 
two  vice-presidents,  and  the  three  regional 
representatives,  Mr  Osei  Tuto  of  Ghana 
representing  Africa.  Mr  W.  Baylis  of  New 
Zealand  representing  the  Pacific  and  Mr  J. 
Kerr  of  Northern  Ireland  for  Europe. 

Pharmacy  ownership 

Mr  Kerr  reported  that  there  had  been 
lengthy  discussion  on  the  ownership  of 
pharmacies.  In  some  countries  pharmacists 
had  been  given  a  statutory  right  of  per- 
sonal ownership  and  there  was  general 
agreement  that  that  should  be  the  aim  in 
every  country.  One  of  the  most  important 
items  discussed  was  finance.  In  the  past 
the  Commonwealth  Foundation  had  made 
donations  to  the  CPA  on  a  three-year 
basis  but,  due  to  inflation,  the  Foundation 
was  able  to  continue  only  on  an  annual 
basis- -which  was  unsatisfactory  since  no 
proper  planning  of  future  meetings  could 
be  undertaken.  While  much  could  be 
achieved  by  correspondence  it  was  not  pos- 


sible lor  such  an  international  body  to 
remain  effective  without  the  personal  con 
tacts  made  during  committee  or  council 
meetings.  Suggestions  were  submitted  for 
increasing  the  Association's  income  and 
these  were  being  investigated. 

Amongst  other  subjects  discussed  were 
communication  between  the  regions  and 
central  secretariat,  education  (Sri  Lanka 
had  started  a  one-year  course  for  tech- 
nicians and  a  diploma  course  would 
shortly  commence),  postgraduate  education, 
pharmacy  practice  and  the  provision  of  a 
pharmaceutical  service  in  rural  areas. 

The  council  was  pleased  to  learn  that  as 
a  result  of  the  first  CPA  conference  held  in 
Australia  there  had  been  two  significant 
developments  there.  The  first  was  joint 
action  leading  to  a  reunion  of  the  Australia 
and  New  Zealand  business  and  conference 
interests  and  the  second  was  the  creation 
of  an  Australian  Federal  Society,  joining 
together  the  six  separate  state  pharmaceu- 
tical societies.  This  new  body  would  take 
over  the  CPA  membership  for  Australia 
and  send  Mr  G.  Oscar  as  their  representa- 
tive. The  time  had  now  arrived  when  the 
policies  and  standards  laid  down  by  the 
CPA  would  have  to  be  implemented  within 
those  countries  seeking  help  in  having 
established  an  adequate  pharmaceutical 
service  for  their  people. 

The  president  and  vice-president  re- 
ported on  a  meeting  of  the  Lurgan,  Porta- 
down  and  Armagh  District  Branch  they 
had  attended  at  Craigavon  Area  Hospital 
on  February  15.  A  film  "Allergy  in 
asthma"  (lent  by  Roche  Products  Ltd)  had 
been  shown  and  attendance  had  been 
encouraging.

Details  on  Trinity  course 
circulated  to  schools 
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Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland 


Information  about  the  new  four-year 
course  in  pharmacy  at  Trinity  College, 
Dublin,  (C&D  last  week,  p263)  has  been 
sent  to  all  post-primary  schools,  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland  was  told  at  its  February  meeting. 

The  president,  Mr  M.  F.  Walsh,  said  he 
was  happy  to  announce  that  the  course, 
leading  to  a  degree  examination  in  which 
honours  may  be  awarded,  would  be  estab- 
lished within  the  faculty  of  science  from 
October  1 977 :  it  will  be  the  only  degree 
course  leading  to  a  professional  qualifica- 
tion in  pharmacy  within  the  State. 

Applications  for  the  study  of  pharmacy 
sent  to  the  Central  Applications  Office  will 
be  transmitted  to  Trinity  College.  Informa- 
tion may  also  be  obtained  from  the 
Admissions  Office,  Trinity  College,  Dublin. 
2,  or  from  the  registrar.  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland.  18  Shrewsbury  Road, 
Dublin.  4.  The  president  added  that  full 
details  of  syllabus  and  regulations  would 
be  published  in  due  course. 

Appointment 

The  president  said  that  while  congratula- 
tions were  in  order  to  Mr  T.  McGuinn  on 
his  recent  appointment  to  the  Department 
of  Health,  he  was  sorry  that  this  would 
be  Mr  McGuinn's  final  attendance  at  a 
Council  meeting.  Mr  McGuinn's  contribu- 
tions during  the  years  with  Council  had 
been  noteworthy,  particularly  from  the 
academic  and  professional  viewpoints,  and 
his  contribution  to  pharmacy  at  national 
level  had  been  considerable. 

Mr  McGuinn.  thanking  the  president  and 
jmembers  for  their  kind  words,  said  that 
serving  on  the  Council  had  been  interesting 
and  he  had  looked  on  it  as  a  pleasure.  He 
always  regarded  the  Council  as  a  body 
having  a  big  influence  on  the  profession  of 
pharmacy  within  the  country — but  he 
stressed  that  it  was  influence  rather  than 
power.  Mr  McGuinn  felt  Council  could 
land  would  make  great  strides  in  raising 
the  professional  standards  of  pharmacists 
and  pharmacies.  Mr  McGuinn  takes  up  his 
hew  post  on  March  1. 

Mr  M.  J.  Shannon  will  take  over  chair- 
manship of  the  Practice  of  Pharmacy 
Committee  from  Mr  McGuinn. 

A  cheque  for  £41.000.  being  the  first 
instalment  of  the  grant  for  general  pur- 
poses payable  to  the  College  of  Pharmacy 
in  respect  of  the  1977  financial  year,  was 
received  by  the  registrar  and  secretary.  Mr 
M.  J.  Cahill. 

A  communication  enclosing  publicity 
campaign  proposals  was  received  by  the 
Society  from  the  Blood  Transfusion  Service 
Board.  In  outline  the  proposals  are: 
□  To  obtain  the  Society's  permission  and 
assistance  in  persuading  the  pharmacists 
and  pharmacies  in  the  Republic  of  Ireland 
— particularly  in  the  Dublin  area — to  dis- 
play promotional  posters  and  a  dispenser 


with  promotional  leaflets  on  a  permanent 
or  semi-permanent  basis. 

□  To  discuss  with  the  Society  the  pos- 
sibility of  having  a  once-a-year  window 
display  in  the  pharmacies  to  assist  in  donor 
recruitment. 

□  The  Society  would  not  be  at  any 
financial  loss. 

□  Distribution  would  be  made  from  the 
Blood  Transfusion  Service  Board. 

□  A  continuous  liaison  would  be  main- 
tained by  the  Blood  Transfusion  Service 
Board  and  the  Society.  Council  agreed  to 
consider  the  matter  favourably. 

Mr  R.  J.  Power  said  that  during  his  time 
as  president  of  the  Council  he  had  ex- 
pressed to  the  president  of  the  Irish 
Medical  Association,  Council's  view  on  the 
question  of  "NP"  labelling  and  the  GMS 
prescription  form.  "We  did  not  object  in 
any  way  to  some  form  of  communication 
with  the  patient  but  we  had  reservations 
on  putting  the  name  of  the  drug  on  labels 
unless  specifically  requested  to  do  so  by 
the  prescriber."  Mr  Power  hoped  the  new 
format  was  not  the  final  word. 

The  Law  Committee  wishes  to  alert 
pharmacists  to  the  fact  that  one  or  two 
doctors  in  the  Dun  Laoghaire  area  have 
been  extensively  prescribing  Dangerous 
Drugs  and  writing  incomplete  prescriptions 
for  other  controlled  preparations — for 
example.  "Recipe  The  Pill".  Pharmacists 
are  advised  not  to  dispense  the  incorrectly 
written  prescriptions  and  to  exercise  ex- 
treme caution  in  the  case  of  the  prescrip- 
tions for  Dangerous  Drugs. 

Product  liability  seminar 

The  Society  was  requested  to  share  in 
sponsorship  of  a  seminar  on  product  liabil- 
ity with  the  Pharmaceutical.  Chemical  and 
Allied  Industries  Association  and  the  IMA 
to  be  held  on  March  28.  On  a  proposal  by 
Mr  H.  P.  Corrigan.  seconded  by  Mr  T.  R. 
Miller,  it  was  agreed  that  the  Society 
should  participate. 

Regarding  the  forthcoming  course  in 
veterinary  medicine  to  be  held  in  Cork,  it 
was  agreed,  having  regard  to  the  nature  of 
the  content,  that  the  course  should  be  open 
to  pharmaceutical  assistants  as  well  as 
pharmacists. 

Council  made  a  special  appeal  to  all 
pharmacists  to  attend  the  Medical  Thera- 
peutics Course  (which  began  on  February 
22  and  continues  until  March  24)  in  the 
Dublin  area.  The  president  said:  "If  we 
are  to  extend  our  role  into  the  community 
care  areas,  we  should  be  in  a  position  to 
broaden  our  professional  knowledge  to 
enable  us  to  fill  this  role  correctly". 

A  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  meeting 
was  held  directly  after  the  Council  meeting.

Importance  of  personal 
contact  stressed 

Cork  City  and  County  Chemists'  Asso- 
ciation, at  its  recent  annual  meeting, 
decided  to  change  its  name  to  the  Cork 
Pharmacists'  Association.  Speaking  to  the 
meeting,  the  secretary  general  of  IPU,  Mr 
George  Ledwith,  referred  to  the  import- 
ance of  the  pharmacist  maintaining  a 
personal  contact  with  his  patients.  The 
pharmacist  should  endeavour  to  talk  to 
every  person  collecting  medication  in  the 
pharmacy,  thus  making  patients  aware  of 
the  importance  of  care  with  medication 
and  educating  the  public  on  the  role  of 
the  pharmacist  in  the  community.  Mr 
Ledwith  suggested  some  control  over  the 
geographical  location  of  new  pharmacies 
would  be  required  where,  due  to  economic 
reasons,  an  area  was  not  serviced  by  a 
pharmacy.  Support  from  the  State  and 
within  the  profession  might  be  necessary.

Permeation  limits  set 
for  containers  in  USP 

A  new  general  chapter  on  "Packaging — 
child  safety"  is  included  in  the  cumulative 
third  supplement  to  the  United  States 
Pharmacopeia  XIX  and  National  Formu- 
lary XIV,  published  last  month. 

The  chapter  is  intended  as  a  guide  to 
'.he  US  Poison  Prevention  Packaging  Act. 
Moisture-permeation  limits  for  prescrip- 
tion containers  are  among  the  standards 
set  by  the  USP  Committee  of  Revision 
and  April  1  is  the  official  date  when  con- 
tainers for  dispensed  medicines  have  to 
comply  with  a  general  chapter  on  "con- 
tainers-permeation" if  the  product  mono- 
graph specifies  storage  in  a  well-closed 
container.  The  monograph  for  digitoxin 
tablets  specifies  stricter  requirements  for 
the  dissolution  test.

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Why  'professional'  pharmacy 
needs  the  'commercial' 


A  pharmacist's  worth  cannot  be  measured  solely  by  the  number  of  prescriptions  he  does 
nor  yet  by  the  amount  in  his  till,  Mr  David  Coleman,  a  member  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Association  Board  of  Management  and  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Services 
Negotiating  Committee,  said  last  week.  Speaking  to  Croydon  NPA  Branch  on 
"Community  pharmacy — our  future",  he  argued  that  there  is  a  continuing  need  for 
pharmacy  general  practice  to  retain  its  commercial  element  in  the  interest  of  the  public. 
An  extract  from  the  talk  is  given  below. 


There  are  many  who  feel  that  the  increas- 
ing proportion  of  NHS  dispensing  en- 
hances our  professional  image :  yet  there 
are  others,  and  I  am  one,  who  feel  a  sense 
of  danger  at  having  all  our  eggs  in  one 
basket. 

At  any  other  time,  and  in  any  other 
business  increasing  "sales"  and  increasing 
turnover  would  be  healthy  signs  but  at 
the  present  time  further  reduction  in 
pharmacy  numbers  is  in  the  interest  of 
neither  pharmacy  nor  public,  while  the 
increased  turnover  in  these  inflationary 
times  merely  means  that  any  extra  profits 
made  have  to  be  ploughed  back  to  finance 
new  stocks.  There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind 
that  our  prime  need  is  for  an  increase  in 
the  percentage  profit  allowed  on  capital 
employed  in  a  pharmacy  by  the  NHS — 
unless  that  figure  can  be  increased  to 
somewhere  in  the  region  of  25  per  cent  (it 
is  now  16  per  cent)  pharmacies  will  con- 
tinue to  face  almost  insurmountable  cash 
flow  problems.  Who  will  risk  their  money 
in  a  pharmacy  if  it  would  earn  more  in 
a  building  society?  Who  will  be  able  to 
borrow  and  pay  interest  on  a  loan  when 
the  interest  charged  is  greater  than  the 
profits  earned? 

OTC  is  important 

I  believe  that  the  public's  need  is  to  have 
a  wide  distribution  of  pharmacies  where 
they  can  have  access  to  the  full  range  of 
services  offered.  At  the  moment  some  60 
per  cent  of  turnover  (though  not  60  per 
cent  of  profits)  is  from  NHS  and  I  am 
convinced  that  if  we  wish  to  maintain  the 
distribution  of  pharmacies  we  must  main- 
tain profitably  that  other  40  per  cent.  The 
alternative  is  surely  a  purely  dispensing 
service  from  three  or  four  thousand  health 
centres  with  "technician"-manned  "out- 
stations".  So  to  me  the  attention  paid  to 
over-the-counter  business  is  professionally 
as  important  as  the  attention  paid  to  NHS 
business.  The  best  managed  pharmacies, 
multiple  or  private,  are  something  we  can 
be  well  proud  of — and  most  of  these 
pharmacies  have  sound  and  successful 
selling  policies  and  maintain  the  highest 
professional  reputation.  It  is  possible  to  be 
professionally  successful  in  a  commercial 
world. 

The  Numark  scheme  has  enabled  me, 
and  many  other  pharmacists,  to  become 
more  competitive  and  more  profitable. 
Clearly,  if  we  are  looking  at  the  future  of 
community  pharmacy  we  must  consider 
the  changed  patterns  of  distribution  within 


and  outside  of  pharmacy.  At  last  a  start 
has  been  made  on  overcoming  the  expen- 
sive image  which  private  pharmacy  had, 
but  buying  well  through  the  groups  is  not 
enough,  we  have  to  sell  well  too.  Our 
pharmacies  must  reflect  the  age  we  live  in 
and  serve  the  needs  of  our  customers.  This 
does  not  mean  throwing  away  the  stand- 
ards of  the  past,  rather  it  means  building 
onto  the  best  of  them  the  best  ideas  of  the 
present  and  the  future. 

Health  centre  threat 

About  17  per  cent  of  doctors  practise 
from  health  centres  now  and  plans  were 
that  up  to  70  per  cent  would  eventually  be 
based  on  health  centres.  Changes  in 
economic  planning  and  perhaps  in  thinking 
have  slowed  down  the  health  centre  pro- 
gramme, but  nevertheless  it  is  likely  that 
in  the  next  decade  the  numbers  will  grow 
and  pharmacy  will  have  to  come  to  terms 
with  the  problems  they  pose.  Pharmacies 
at,  or  immediately  adjacent  to,  health  cen- 
tres might  logically  take  70-80  per  cent  of 
prescriptions  and  clearly  if  this  happened 
the  remaining  pharmacies  could  not  exist 
on  the  20-30  per  cent  available  to  them ; 
they  would  disappear.  Since  I  believe  in 
community  pharmacy  I  do  not  accept 
closures  on  the  scale  that  would  occur,  nor 
do  I  accept  the  changes  in  the  type  of 
service  which  the  pharmacy  would  offer. 

Pharmacies  are  used  many  times  by 
people  who  will  not,  at  first  at  least,  visit 
their  doctor.  By  incorporating  a  pharmacy 
in  a  health  centre  that  role  is  much  dim- 
inished— indeed  the  pharmacy  is  seen  as  a 
dispensary  rather  than  a  pharmacy.  In 
some  cases  a  consortium  in  the  centre  may 
be  the  right  answer,  but  in  others — 
particularly  when  the  real  motive  is  to 
forestall  a  leapfrogger — the  consortium 
members  are  merely  choosing  financial 
suicide  rather  than  financial  murder  at  the 
leapfrogger's  hand.  We  need  the  ability  to 
ensure  that  the  total  pharmaceutical  needs 
of  the  area  are  taken  into  consideration 
when  the  health  centre  is  being  discussed. 

We  have  talked  about  contract  limitation 
off  and  on  for  some  years,  but  only  now 
do  I  believe  we  are  moving  seriously  to- 
wards it.  It  is  important  that  we  all  know 
and  understand  what  we  want  to  do  and 
why  we  are  doing  it.  Unless  action  is  taken 
now  Britain  will  be  deprived  of  a  com- 
munity pharmaceutical  service  within  a 
decade.  If  that  happens,  with  only  large 
health-centre  type  pharmacies  left,  pressure 
from   the   public  for  the  setting  up  of 
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Government  or  municipal  dispensaries  will! 
be  inevitable;  doctor  dispensing  will  in-! 
crease  and  take  over  vast  areas. 

I  am  not  trying  to  be  alarmist  but  it  is  I 
no  use  pretending  that  our  present  rate  of! 
closures  can  go  on  indefinitely  and  il 
believe  that  unless  the  profession  is  pre- 1 
pared  to  tackle  the  problem  itself  other! 
agencies  will  do  it  for  us.  We  have  taken! 
our  first  step  with  our  essential  small! 
pharmacies  scheme,  but  it  is  an  important! 
start  because  it  embodies  a  principal  of! 
encouraging  the  establishment  of  phar-! 
macies  where  they  are  needed. 

There  are  various  ways  to  go  from  here.! 
First,  we  could  press  for  legislation  to! 
enable  the  Secretary  of  State,  through  the! 
FPC,  to  direct  where  pharmacies  should! 
be.  I  would  find  this  undesirable  because  it! 
would  prevent  any  freedom  for  the  phar-! 
macist  to  take  into  account  business  activi-! 
ties  in  an  area  and  would,  in  effect,  be  only! 
one  step  from  a  State  run  service. 

Second,  and  again  requiring  legislation,! 
is  a  system  of  "negative  direction"  under! 
which  areas  would  be  declared  "open",! 
"closed"  or  "intermediate".  A  general! 
pharmaceutical  council  would  have  to! 
handle  designations  and  exceptions  in! 
consultation  with  FPC  and  LPC.  In  the! 
long  run  this  is  the  sort  of  system  that  In 
would  favour.  The  intermediate  areas  pose! 
the  biggest  problems — there  would  need! 
to  be  a  measure  of  control  so  that  the  im-! 
pact  of  a  new  opening  could  be  considered,! 
the  increased  goodwill  value  of  existing! 
pharmacies  would  need  to  be  looked  at,  as  II 
would  the  need  to  provide  relocation  ex-! 
penses  to  encourage  movement  from  anil 
over-served  area  to  a  less  well  served  one.! 

The    third    alternative    is    control  by! 
economic  means.  The  advantages  here  are! 
that  it  can  be  brought  in  relatively  easily! 
and  it  does  not  involve  time-consuming! 
and  possibly  controversial  primary  Parlia-! 
mentary  legislation.  On  a  limited  scale  it  II 
could  be  workable,  but  there  would  be  all 
point  at  which  redistributing  income  within! 
pharmacy  would  become  unacceptable  toll 
contractors.  There  are  certainly  possibili-! 
ties  (the  essential  small  pharmacies  scheme! 
employs  this  method)  and  the  basic  practice! 
allowance  is  a  major  step  towards  helping 
maintain  a  spread  of  pharmacies.  I  hope 
the  premises  allowance  can  be  brought  in, 
for  particularly  in  urban  areas  it  is  the 
high  rents  charged  on  new  buildings  that 
often  make  it  impossible  for  a  pharmacy  to 
be  viable. 

Expensive  duplication 

Let  me  say  again  I  believe  that  the  place 
for  a  pharmacy  is  in  the  community;  it  is 
where  the  people  live.  Pharmacists  must  be 
ready  to  defend  their  profession  against 
those  who  would  attack  it.  All  medicines 
and  appliances  required  in  the  community 
could  be  and  should  be  supplied  through 
a  pharmacy.  In  terms  of  simple  economics 
it  makes  sense,  but  more  than  that  in  terms 
of  the  nation's  health  it  makes  sense.  There 
can  be  no  excuse  for  Area  Health  Authori- 
ties to   bypass   pharmacies  in   supplying  II 
contraceptives  or  baby  foods  in  clinics.  H 
It  should  not  be  possible  for  doctors  to  ll 
make  money  at  pharmacy's  expense  by  II 
supplying  influenza  vaccines  direct  to  the  II 
patient,  nor  by  supplying  drugs  in  "rural  II 
areas".  Duplication  of  services  is  expen-  II

Continental  pottery  was  auctioned  at 
Christie's,  St  James's,  London,  on  February 
14,  but  from  the  collector's  point  of  view 
it  was  a  disappointing  sale  as  many  of 
the  drug  jars  were  damaged  or  in  poor 
condition.  Even  so  they  all  fetched  good 
prices. 

For  example  lot  182,  a  large  Savona 
jar  Ac/.  Borag.  made  £220,  although  neck 
and  foot  were  reduced  (height  15|in).  Lot 
183  a  Savona  syrup  jar  Syr.  di  Succo  Fum 
(itory)  (8|in)  £390  and  lot  184  Sir.  di 
Limoni  (8in)  £220.  Both  these  Savona  jars 
were  chipped  and  the  latter  cracked  (see 
illustration  for  lots  183  and  184).  Lot  186, 
a  large  Savona  jar  (lO^in)  Syr.e  Flor. 
Persic,  (syrup  of  peach  flowers)  made  only 
£90  as  cracked;  lot  185,  a  confection  jar, 
(7in)  £200  (chipped). 

Decoration 

All  the  Savona  jars  were  decorated  in 
blue  and  white  with  scrolling  foliage.  A 
Castelli  waisted  albarello  painted  in 
colours,  slightly  damaged  but  dated  1795, 
reached  £260.  These  are  high  prices  not 
forgetting  the  10  per  cent  premium  which 
is  additional. 

The  advertising  plate  for  Jewsbury  & 
Brown's  Oriental  toothpaste  decorated 
with  flowers  was  sold  last  year  at  Phillips 
for  £42  (see  illustration).  It  was  acquired 
by  Colonel  B.  Z.  Swanson  of  the  TJSAF 
Regional  Hospital  at  Fort  Worth,  Texas, 
and  has  gone  to  the  USA  to  join  his  collec- 
tion of  500  English  lids. 

Jewsbury  and  Whitlow,  two  young  drug- 
gists of  Market  Street,  Manchester,  opened 
their  pharmacy  in  1826.  They  branched 
out  later  into  the  then  new  sphere  of  the 
manufacture  of  aerated  beverages  and  be- 
came perhaps  better  known  for  their 
mineral  waters  than  for  their  Oriental 
toothpaste.  When  their  retail  pharmacy 
closed  in  1896  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
journal  for  December  5  illustrated  both 
the  exterior  and  interior.  Henry  Richard 
Smith  Jewsbury  was  the  brother  of  the 
two  novelists  Maria  Jane  Jewsbury  and 
Geraldine  Jewsbury ;  Wordsworth  was  a 
great  friend  of  Maria  Jane  and  expressed 
his  admiration  for  her  writings  in  both 
prose  and  verse.  The  other  sister,  Geraldine, 
who  was  a  friend  of  both  Shelley  and 
Thomas  Carlyle  wrote  several  novels. 

In  1845  Jewsbury  took  William  Scott 
Brown  into  partnership.  W.  S.  Brown  was 
elected  to  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  in  1870  and  was  made  vice- 
president  in  1872.  In  the  early  days  of  this 
noted  pharmacy  the  assistants  wore  the 
somewhat  old-fashioned  white  aprons!  A 
photograph  of  the  interior  shows  the 
quaint  solid  brass  dispensing  screen. 

The  firm  of  Jewsbury  &  Brown  was

converted  to  a  limited  company  in  1923 
and  the  business  now  belongs  to  Cantrell 
&  Cochrane,  Ltd. 

"To  thirsty  souls  the  name  be  ever  dear 
of  Jewsbury's  celebrated  ginger  beer  and 
let  the  meed  of  cool-tongued  praise  be  paid 
Whitlow's  effervescing  lemonade" — Greg- 
son's  Gimcrackiana. 

Scientific  instruments  were  sold  at 
Phillips  auction  rooms  on  February  22. 
This  sale  included  35  microscopes  by 
various  makers,  fetching  from  £32  to  £400. 
But  lot  105,  a  Watson  "Van  Heurck  Grand 
Model"  including  an  extensive  collection 
of  eyepieces,  objectives  and  accessories, 
went  for  £1,200.  There  were  three  18th 
century  examples,  the  most  interesting 
being  a  screw-barrel  microscope  with  ivory 
slides  and  various  lenses ;  the  tube  is  sup- 
ported by  a  pillar  which  screws  into  the 
cover  of  the  shagreen  case.  This  lot  sold 
for  £500.  Phillips  charge  no  premium  to 
buyers. 

An  important  English  drug  jar  comes 
up  on  March  8  at  Sotheby's  sale  of  English 
pottery  and  porcelain.  The  design  is  that 
of  the  angel-with-oulspread-wings  and  the 
jar  which  is  inscribed  C.RVTAE  (Con- 
fection of  rue)  has  the  initials  of  the 
apothecary  "R.I."  for  which  it  was  made 
and  the  date  1679  (7in).  This  is  expected 
to  change  hands  at  a  good  price — possibly 
several  hundred  pounds.  "R.I."  could 
signify  Richard  Isaac,  a  London  apothe- 
cary of  that  period  (see  illustration).

sive  and  wasteful ;  if  local  authorities  seem 
to  be  shedding  crocodile  tears  over  phar- 
macy closures  we  should  challenge  them  to 
ensure  that  they  are  not  duplicating  ser- 
vices provided  by  the  pharmacy — and 
through  that  unfair  competition  leading  to 
its  non-viability. 

If  we  are  to  make  Government  accept 
its  responsibilities  then  our  collective  voice 
must  be  heard.  We  must  get  behind  the 
NPA,  the  PSNC  and  the  PSGB— not  only 
privately  but  publicly.  Let  our  customers 
know  where  our  profession  stands,  do  not 
let  us  hide  our  light  under  a  mortar.  What 
we  need  now  is  what  amounts  to  a  crusade 
on  behalf  of  community  pharmacies  by 
pharmacists.  We  have  gone  through  a 
period  of  being  a  self-effacing,  inward 
looking,  even  inward-fighting  profession.

Community  pharmacy  has  and  will  have  in 
the  future  a  vital  role  to  play  in  the 
nation's  health.  It  is  for  the  pharmaceutical 
profession  itself  to  ensure  that  continuing 
role  by  its  own  belief  in  its  future.

Are  you 

stocking  enough? 
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A  plan  for  redistribution  of 
pharmacies -and  its  cost 


Movement  in  ingredient  cost  is  a  fair 
reflection  of  what  is  happening  to  the 
economy  in  general  and  it  is  fair  to  as- 
sume that  small  business  costs  move  in 
line  with  the  economy  as  a  whole.  There- 
fore an  establishment  cost  as  a  percentage 
of  NIC  would  provide  a  built-in  inflation 
control  and  provide  smooth  variation  in 
gross  remuneration,  rather  than  the  big 
jumps  and  long  halts  which  occur  under 
the  present  system,  in  addition  to  giving 
more  accurate  reimbursement  of  costs.  I 


In  November  1975  the  conference  of  LPC  representatives  instructed  the  Pharmaceutical 
Services  Negotiating  Committee  to  produce  a  scheme  for  a  planned  pharmaceutical 
service.  Below  is  a  scheme  which  Mr  Donald  Royce  recently  submitted  to  the  PSNC 
(of  which  he  is  a  member).  He  hopes  publication  will  stimulate  discussion  and  draw 
forth  comments  which  will  be  of  value  to  the  committee. 


Plan  of  procedure 

1.  The  PSNC,  in  negotiation  with  the 
Department  of  Health,  will  decide  a  target 
figure  for  the  number  of  pharmacies  rela- 
tive to  the  population.  I  suggest  a  figure 
of  one  pharmacy  to  6.000  population  as 
this  would  have  advantages  both  for  phar- 
macy and  for  Government,  (a)  It  would 
allow  the  Government  to  continue  to  bene- 
fit from  a  subsidised  Health  Service,  (b)  It 
would  ensure  reasonable  convenience  to 
the  public,  (c)  It  would  allow  the  reten- 
tion of  a  network  of  viable  pharmacies  to 
provide  primary  health  care  advice  and  to 
exercise  professional  control  over  self- 
medication,  (d)  It  would  provide  a  frame- 
work within  which  to  bring  about  redis- 
tribution of  existing  pharmacies  and  en- 
courage the  siting  of  new  pharmacies.  The 
figure  agreed  would  be  of  fundamental 
importance  as  it  would  determine  the 
maximum  "District  Capitation  Fee"  per- 
missible (see  later). 

2.  Area  Health  Authorities,  acting  on 
behalf  of  the  Department,  should  consult 
Family  Practitioner  Committees  and  Local 
Pharmaceutical  Committees  in  order  to 
produce  an    'ideal  plan"  for  pharmacy 


distribution  within  each  Health  Service 
district,  having  regard  to  centres  of  popu- 
lation, doctor's  surgeries,  health  centres 
(existing  or  proposed),  shopping  centres. 

3.  Review  the  present  situation  to  decide: 
where  there  are  too  many  pharmacies ;  the 
locations  in  which  it  would  be  desirable 
to  site  new  pharmacies,  and  establish  an 
order  of  precedence  for  these  sites. 

4.  Where  there  are  more  pharmacies  in 
a  district  than  are  indicated  by  the  target 
figure,  the  District  should  be  "closed". 

5  Where  there  are  fewer  pharmacies  than 
the  target  figure,  the  District  is  declared 
"open"  but  new  dispensing  contracts  to  be 
issued  only  in  conformity  with  the  "ideal 
plan"  in  relation  to  new  pharmacies. 

6.  A  revised  method  of  remuneration 
should  be  negotiated  between  the  PSNC 
and  the  Department  in  such  a  way  as  to 
encourage  redistribution  of  existing  phar- 
macies and  the  siting  of  new  pharmacies. 

7.  If  the  "ideal  plan"  considers  it  neces- 
sary to  establish  a  pharmacy  within  or 
adjacent  to  a  health  centre,  it  should  be 
offered  to  a  consortium  of  the  existing 
contractors  before  allowing  a  new  phar- 
mist  to  enter  the  District. 


Remuneration 

Remuneration  should  consist  of  three  ele- 
ments: Reimbursement  of  ingredient  cost, 
District  capitation  fee,  Establishment  fee. 
Ingredient  cost:  Would  be  based  on  full 
pricing  as  at  present  with  no  discounting, 
if  manufacturers  couid  be  persuaded  to 
abandon  the  practice.  If  not,  then  a  stan- 
dard discount  should  be  applied  to  all 
accounts  as  the  recent  investigation  showed 
that  large  and  small  contractors  tend  to 
avail  themselves  of  similar  discounts. 
District  capitation  fee :  Would  form  a  sig- 
nificant part  of  overall  gross  remunera- 
tion. The  doctor's  capitation  fee  recog- 
nises the  fact  that  he  is  prepared  to  make 
his  qualification  and  expertise  available  to 
the  Government  by  contracting  to  supply 
general  medical  services  to  patients  listed 
with  him.  This  ties  patient  to  doctor. 

The  pharmaceutical  "District  capitation 
fee"  would  recognise  the  fact  that  con- 
tractors within  the  District  would  supply 
qualified  personnel  to  provide  general 
pharmaceutical  services,  within  agreed 
contract  hours,  from  properly  equipped 
premises,  to  all  insured  persons.  The  fee 
would  provide  a  pool  which  would  be 
shared  equally  between  all  contractors 
offering  the  service.  This  would  absolve 
the  patient  from  having  to  register  with  a 
particular   pharmacy    and   he   could  re- 


ceive the  service  from  any  contractor. 

A  doctor  receives  a  capitation  fee  vary- 
ing between  £2  75  and  £4  per  annum  ac- 
cording to  the  classification  of  the  patient. 
Bearing  in  mind  that  the  pharmacist  would 
be  devoting  only  some  50-60  per  cent  of 
his  time  to  NHS  work  and  that  he  is  not 
contracted  to  provide  "out  of  hours"  ser- 
vice, nor  to  make  domiciliary  visits  (ex- 
cluding rota  service  and  oxygen  supply), 
a  capitation  fee  of  £1  per  head  would 
appear  to  be  reasonable.  In  the  target 
situation  of  1  : 6,000  this  would  provide 
gross  income  of  £6,000  per  pharmacy. 
With  the  present  population  and  the  exist- 
ing number  of  pharmacies,  in  many  Dis- 
tricts the  figure  would  be  nearer  to  £5,000 
— ie,  about  the  same  figure  as  the  present 
notional  salary  of  the  proprietor  pharma- 
cist. Having  agreed  a  capitation  fee  with 
the  Government  it  should  be  related  to  an 
agreed  index  in  order  to  retain  value. 
Establishment  fee :  As  at  present  this 
would  take  account  of  labour  costs  (omit- 
ting the  proprietor  cost),  overheads,  head 
office  costs,  local  costs,  motor  costs — plus 
a  small  service  fee  per  prescription  (say  5 
per  cent  of  net  ingredient  cost)  to  take 
account  of  differing  work  loads.  This 
negotiated  figure,  in  pence  per  prescrip- 
tion, should  be  related  to  the  NIC  and 
expressed  as  a  percentage  to  be  added. 


Working  examples

It  will  be  noted  that  this  scheme  accom- 
plishes much  more  for  the  small  pharmacy 
than  the  present  scheme. 

Distribution  and  redistribution 

The  best  way  to  show  the  scheme  is  by 
examples.  Consider  the  following: 
Example  1.  District  population  120,000. 
Agreed  target,  one  pharmacy  to  6,000. 
Target  indicates  20  pharmacies.  The  AHA 
has  issued  the  "ideal  plan"  and  sites  A,  B, 
and  C  have  been  selected  for  new  phar- 
macies.   There   are   only    19  pharmacies 
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herefore  the  District  is  declared  "open". 

The  District  capitation  fee  per  pharmacy 
annot  exceed  the  agreed  figure  of  £6,000. 
herefore  until  the  vacancy  is  filled  the 
jovernment  retains  the  extra  capitation 
ee  of  £6,000  pa.  New  pharmacist  applies 
o  establish  a  new  pharmacy  at  site  A. 
immediate] y  he  establishes  the  pharmacy 
le  qualifies  for  the  capitation  fee  of  £6,000. 
>a.  This  completes  the  target  number  of 
.0  pharmacies  and  the  District  is  de- 
lared  "closed". 

However,  this  leaves  sites  B  and  C 
'acant  and  these  will  have  to  be  filled  by 
edistribution.  This  might  be  achieved 
'oluntarily  by  a  "relocation  grant"  ottered 
the  less  lucrative  pharmacies  on  the 
ringes  of  the  more  densely  populated 
ireas  (The  attractions  would  be  lower 
osts,  a  reduced  tempo  of  work,  a  more 
ural  situation,  etc)  but  if  none  are  dis- 
losed  to  move,  redistribution  could  be 
:fl'ected  over  a  period  as  follows. 

Fransfer  via  Department 

n  a  "closed"  District  there  can  be  no 
ransfer  of  the  NHS  contract  by  sale  of 
he  pharmacy.  When  a  proprietor  wishes 
o  retire  he  must  sell  his  business  (exclu- 
ive  of  lease  or  property)  to  the  Depart- 
nent  of  Health  which  acts  as  intermediary, 
"he  sale  must  be  at  a  fair  market  value 
letermined  by  an  agreed  independent 
aluer.  The  Department  would  hold  the 
pharmacy  business"  complete  with  NHS 
ontracl  and  would  recoup  the  £6.000  pa 
apilation  fee.  The  District  would  be  de- 
iared  "open".  If  a  would-be  proprietor 
ippeared  he  could  purchase  the  contract 
or  the  price  the  Department  had  paid,  less 
he  amount  which  had  already  been  re- 
ouped.  but  only  to  re-establish  the  busi- 
less  at  site  B.  If  no  purchaser  appears  the 
department  benefits  indefinitely  from  re- 
cntion  of  the  capitation  fee  of  £6.000  pa. 
rhis  would  be  fair  because  in  unfilled 
districts  the  Department  would  be  obliged 

0  pay  for  doctor  dispensing  or  for  collec- 
ion  and  delivery  services  operated  by  the 
ither  chemist  contractors.  After  filling  site 

1  the  whole  operation  could  be  repeated 
o  fill  site  C  at  which  stage  the  "ideal 
ilan*'  is  complete. 

auunple  2.  Similar  District,  population 
20.000.  There  are  22  pharmacies.  The 
apitation  fee  is  therefore  120.000/22  = 
5.454.  District  declared  "closed". 
A  pharmacist  retires  (or  dies)  and  the 
department  acquires  the  business  from  the 
iharmacist  as  in  example  1  (or  from  his 
ependents).  The  NHS  contract  is  extin- 
uished  but  the  Department  continues  to 
ecoup  the  capitation  fee  of  £5,454  until 
'  has  recovered  the  purchase  cost  of  the 
ontract  plus  an  interest  figure.  At  that 
>oint  the  capitation  fee  for  the  remaining 
harmacies  is  increased  to  120.000  21  = 
5,714  pa.  The  process  repeats,  the  NHS 
ontracts  are  reduced  to  20,  rnd  the  capi- 
ition  fee  increases  to  £6.000  per  phar- 
lacy.  Any  necessary  redistribution  to  yield 
ie  "ideal  plan"  is  then  carried  out  as  in 
xample  1. 

I  appreciate  that  there  are  many  details 
nd  some  real  difficulties  (such  as  dis- 
osal  of  stocks)  which  would  need  to  be 
"oned  out  in  discussion.

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Beecham  to  acquire 
Calgon  business  in  USA 

Agreement  in  principle  has  been  reached 
between  Beecham  Group  Ltd  and  Merck 
&  Co  Inc  on  Beecham's  purchase,  for 
S82m.  of  the  assets  of  Merck's  Calgon 
consumer  products  business. 

The  agreement  is  subject  to  contract  and 
to  approval  by  the  UK  Treasury  and  ex- 
change control  authorities.  The  completion 
date  will  be  on  or  before  April  29.  It  is 
the  largest  acquisition  Beecham  have  made. 

Sales  of  the  Calgon  business  in  1976 
were  SI 00m.  with  the  United  States  ac- 
counting for  about  90  per  cent.  As  a 
result  of  heavy  promotional  expenditure 
and  other  costs  associated  with  the  intro- 
duction of  new  products,  there  was  a 
pre-tax  loss  of  S400.000  in  1976.  However, 
Mr  G.  J.  Wilkins,  chairman,  Beecham 
Group  Ltd,  said  on  Tuesday,  "we  are 
confident  that  we  will  be  able  to  get  it 
back  on  a  growth  path  from  the  moment 
we  take  control."  The  acquisition  had  been 
made  because  the  company's  existing  con- 
sumer products  business  in  the  USA, 
although  profitable,  lacked  the  size  and 
marketing  strength  necessary  to  achieve  a 
high  rate  of  growth  in  a  competitive  en- 
vironment. The  main  Calgon  products  are 
household  goods,  toiletries,  proprietary 
medicines  and  fruit  preservatives. 

Fisons  open  sterile  filling 
and  packing  unit 

A  new  building  for  packing  pharmaceuti- 
cal preparations  under  sterile  conditions 
was  opened  on  February  25  by  Mr  H.  P. 
P.  Hodgkins.  chairman  of  Fisons'  pharma- 
ceutical division,  al  Holmes  Chapel. 
Cheshire.  It  is  stated  to  be  the  first  of  its 
type  in  the  UK  and  has  the  latest  equip- 
ment for  atmospheric  control 

The  three-storey  structure  incorporates 
a  self-contained  sterile  unit  with  tempera- 
ture control  to  ±1°C  and  absolute  ter- 
minal filtration  down  to  01  micron.  It 
will  be  mainly  devoted  to  high-speed  filling 
of  vials,  but  it  is  intended  later  to  extend 
and  fill  a  range  of  ophthalmic  and  aural 
preparations  as  well  as  ointments  under 
sterile  conditions.  Imravenous  solutions 
for  hospital  use  will  also  be  filled  in  the 
i.ew  building. 

I  CI  record  sales 

Total  sales  of  ICI  in  1976  amounted  to 
£4.1 35m.  32  per  cent  above  the  1975 
figure  of  £3.1 29m.  UK  sales  were  up  23 
per  cent  from  £l.314m  to  £l.616m.  while 
overseas  sales  rose  39  per  cent  from 
£l.815m  to  £2.519m.  The  volume  of  group 
trading  overseas  showed  a  marked  im- 
provement, but  in  the  UK  the  volume, 
while  substantially  above  1975  levels,  did 
not  show  sustained  growth  and  business 


remained  at  about  the  level  of  the  first 
quarter.  Overall,  group  sales  volume  rose 
by  12  per  cent,  the  rise  for  UK  exports 
being  21  per  cent. 

£1,m  dry  products 
building  for  Eli  Lilly 

Almost  all  the  tablets  and  tiled  capsules 
manutactured  by  Fli  ;  illy  and  Co  I  td  at 
Basingstoke  arc  now  produced  in  a  new 
dry  products  building,  which  was  com- 
pleted in  IS  months  at  a  cos(  of  £U25m. 
The  building,  which  has  a  floor  area  of 
2,722  sq  m,  was  commissioned  in  May 
1976  by  Sir  Cyril  ClarK,  president  of  the 
Royal  College  of  Physicians,  as  part  of 
the  company's  centenary  year  celebra- 
tions, and  is  now  fully  operational. 

It  was  built  primarily  to  meet  the  grow- 
ing demand  for  Filly  and  Dista  products 
and  to  enab'e  them  to  be  produced  in 
larger,  more  economic  batch  sizes  using 
more  up-to-date  equipment.  For  some  pro- 
ducts the  batch  size  exceeds  1.500  kg  fll 
tons).  New  technology  has  been  intro- 
duced to  improve  the  processing  of  mater- 
ials on  transfer  of  their  manufacture 
from  the  former  production  area,  and  to 
enable  larger  quantities  to  be  handled. 

The  new  plant  has  been  designed  to 
conform  with  both  the  Medicines  Act  and 
the  Code  of  Good  Manufacturing  Prac- 
tice. The  production  area  is  divided  into 
three  sections  with  a  teeder  floor  above. 
In  the  first  section  there  are  three  granu- 
lation areas;  compression  and  filling 
machines  are  in  the  "entre  section,  and 
equipment  for  coating,  printing  and  in- 
spection are  in  the  third  section. 

Granules  from  the  first  section  are 
transferred  by  vacuum  to  the  feeder  floor 
and  blended  in  stainless  steel  containers 
'capacity  tip  to  3  4  cu  m)  which  are 
clamped  in  a  steel  framework  and  rotated 
at  18  rpm  for  about  20  minutes,  the  time 
depending  on  the  particular  product.  The 
blended  materials  are  then  fed  by  gravity 
to  the  compression  and  filling  machines 
on  the  floor  below. 

Several  types  of  tabletting  and  capsule 
filling  equipment  have  been  installed  on 
the    lower    floor,    including    two    of  the

Many  chemicals  dearer 

London,  March  2:  The  beginning  of  a 
new  month  has  again  brought  in  its  train 
a  large  numbet  of  price  increases  among 
pharmaceutical  chemicals.  Included  are 
the  mercurials  which  were  previously 
marked  up  only  a  month  ago.  On  that 
occasion  (C&D.  February  5,  p156)  it  was 
mentioned  that  the  rise  was  an  interim 
one,  and  tha'  a  second  ncrease  was 
expected  to  be  announced  at  the  end  of 
February  due  to  the  substantial  rise  in 
the  cost  of  the  metal  now  60  per  cent 
above  its  value  at  this  time  last  year. 
Benzoic  acid  has  advanced  from  a  pre- 
vious £0.59  'o  £0  70  a  kg  and  sodium 
benzoate  from  £0  48  to  £0.53  as  from 
Monday.  Those  and  other  changes  which 
have  taken  place  are  given  below. 

The  spot  market  for  Brazilian  menthol 
end  certain  essential  oils  has  been  more 
active  A  survey  of  last  month's  trading 
shows  that  lower  prices  initiated  by 
dealers  wishing  to  dispose  of  their  hold- 
ings in  order  to  get  cash  to  pay  off  their 
overdrafts,  recently  brought  in  the  buyers. 
It  is  emphasised  that  the  lower  spot  rates 
were  not  caused  by  any  weakness  at 
origin — quite  the  reverse.  In  botanicals 
cascara.
